Like Mr. Meighen, Conservative 
leader, on the previous evening, Pre- 
tiler King had to address two crowded 
halls in suceossion, 

He spoke of the difficulties encount- 
ered by the government during its 
four years of office. It had, he sald, 
been faced by a strong, Tory senate. 
Measure after measure had been 
rejected by the senate a first, second 
and a third time, and he added, “we 
have come to the conclusion that the 
will of the people shall be expressed 
in both Houses of Parliament.” 

A second chamber might serve a 
useful purpose as a check on hasty 
legislation, but certain changes 
should be made in the powers of the 
Upper House to bring it more in ac- 
cord with the spirit of the times. 

“These changes,” continued the pre- 
mier, “the government will propose 
and we shall expect every senator who 
comes into the senate from this time 
on, and every senator appointed since 
we took office, to bring about the re- 
form which we consider essential to 
the interests of the country.

Four members of the staff of the 
entomological branch of the Dominion 
department of agriculture, have unit- 
ed in writing a monograph of the 
Colorado potato beetle in Canada. 
These members are Arthur Gibson, 
Dominion entomologist; R. P. Gorham, 
assistant entomologist at Fredericton, 
N.B.; H. F .Hudson, assistant entomo- 
logist at Strathroy, Ont.; and J, A.

The completion of the Hudson Bay 
Rallway will mean lower grain rates, 
\a large immigration who will arrive 
in the west by the bay route, develop- 
ment of the vast mineral and power 
resources of the north country and 
greatly enhaaced land values in West- 
ern Canada, according to Clarence FP. 
Graham, a director of the On-To-The- 
Bay Association and an advocate of 
the Hudson Bay route for over forty 
years. In an interview with the Sas- 
katoon Star, Mr, Graham said; 

The economic benefits which Can- 
ada will reap from the completion of 
the Hudson Bay Railway and the 
opening of the short route to Liver- 
pool were outlined in an interview ‘by 
Clarence F..Gralam, a director of the 
On-To-The-Bay Association here, who 
has fought for the northern route Since 
the early eightles and who is probably 
personally responsible for interesting 
more influential persons in the project 
than any other Hving man. 

“The announcement that the Hudson 
jay Railway will be completed,” sald 
Mr, Graham, “will be secondary in im- 
portance only to that of Sir John Mac= 
donald’s {n 1880, that a syndicate of 
capitalists was prepared to undertake 
the construcfion of the Canadian Pactl- 
fic Nallway and had signed a contract 
to that effect, implying the linking up 
jof British Columbia with Eastern 
| Canada, and thus fulfilling the most 
outstanding of the conditions under 
}which British Columbia entered Con- 
federation.” 

Mr. Graham expressed the firm con- 
| yiction that ultimately the Hudson 
| Bay route will be navigated the full 
| twelve months of the year.

A Daring Experiment 
Electrical Wizard Believes. That 
| Science May Rival Nature 
| Across the gap between the elec- 
trodes of a giant electric machine

scale, the conditions that cause the 
radiation of light and heat from the 
sun and the still more gigantic stars of 
the universe!” 

Such is the report given by Frederic 
1M. Delano in the October Popular 
Science Monthly, of a remarkable ex- | 
periment recently completed by Pro- 
SLL ly Perrin, head of the laboratory 
lof physical research of the famous | 
University of Paris, an experiment} 
| that leads this noted French sclentist 
to believe that eventually he will be 
able to create, in effect, another sun. 

“With 10,000,000 volts of direct-cur- 
| rent electricity,” said Professor Per- 


,rin, “I believe I can break up the} 
‘atomic struciure of matter—disin- | 
tegrate individual atoms; perhaps 


feven drive the nucleus of one atom |

tion will have been solved. 

“I believe,” he explained, ‘that the | 
sun is formed by the constant chang- |

scientists agree with that theory— 
everything In the universe—-the sun, 
the stars, the planets, and everything 
on them-—once consisted of atoms of

rocks, our own bodies. | 
“In changing into any other ele-| 


|ment, I believe that hydrogen changes | 
first into helium, which was found 
in the sun before it was found on 
earth. In doing so, a portion of its 
atomie weight is lost and given off as | 
| energy. This released energy comes | _ 
|to us from the sun in the ferm of light | 


land heat, and makes life possible on} 
earih, 

“By hurling against the atomic | 
structure 10,000,000 volts of electri- 


city, I may be able to produce this | 
change, of light atoms into heavier 
atoms, and thus, in effeet, create an- | 
other sun,” 

Some of the vast energy released 
by a great +un-producing plant, Pro- | 
fessor Perrin predicts, could be cap- | 
tured and transmitted in the*form of 
electricity to run factories and trains, 
or to provide light and heat for great 
communities in place of coal and oil.

The British empire éxposition at 
Wembley will prove as great a finan- 
celal failure this year as in 1924, it Is 
feared. One estimate puts the loss 
to the big British firms guaranteeing 
the exhibition at £3,000,000. 

This pessimistic forecast is based 
on the rate of attendance to date. 
It is estimated that unless the attend- 
ance totals rise only 8,500,000 persons 
will have gone to Wembley this year 
by the time the great fair closes its 
gates at the end of October. Last 
year 17,000,000 paid admission, which 
was half the number needed to make 
Wembley a financial success. 

“The biggest business proposition 
ever put up by this country is also the 
biggest fallire,” says one London 
newspaper today, attributing the fail- 
ure to the fact that “Wembley all 
along has lacked a showman—an In- 
spired autocrat who with the marvel- 
ous material at hand could have made 
it the most successful and stimulating 
exhibition the world has known.

Chosen As Official Language at 
Congress In Helsingfors, Finland 

Although nearly every country in 
the world was represented at the fifth 
congress of the International Council 
of Nurses, held in Helsingfors, Fin- 
land, in July, English was chosen as 
the official language. Miss Beatrice 
Ellis, superintendent of nurses at the 
Toronto Western Hospital, ‘and the 
assistant superintendent, Miss Ida Me- 
Afee, who attended the congress, re- 
ferred to the remarkable fluency of 
the majority of the delegates in Eng- 
lish as well as other languages. China’s 
representative was able to present her 
reports and suggestions in excellent 
English, but the charming Japanese 
official delegate had to use an inter- 
preter. 

Finnish nurses during the year pre- 
ceding the congress gave up many of 
their leisure hours to the study of 
English in order that they might be 
properly equipped for an international 
convention. Miss Ellis praised high- 
ly the committee responsible for all 
the arrangement of the congress week, 
and declared that she was much im- 
pressed with the wonderful organiza- 
tion of the Finnish nurses. 

Canada’s delegates occupled an im- 
portant place on the programme, and 
the exhibits of books, slides and equip- 
;ment from the Dominion, in the opin- 
}fon of Miss Ellis, were second to none. 
In matters of nurses’ training schools, 
| hospital administration and public 
health work also, Canada was well to 
; the forefront. Miss Jean Browne,
